ture the reflex side of that social protest 
which believes that in ignoring the elemental 
and basic it is establishing a new hierarchy 
of culture. There may be some social war- 
rant for this in a country where the vital 
forcés are all directed with competitive 


‘energy tothe fight against physical forces. 


Anew and less urgent generation may rea- 
sonably look for some of the repose and the 
exclusive voluptuousness of older countries, 
and wealth, no doubt, must in time bring 
the subsidence of energy if it does not bring 
the enervation of morals which history ex- 
bibits as the penalty of commercial success. 

But that men who give their labors to 
literature should imitate inthe comain of 
inteliect what the squeamish parvenues do 
in their pariors, and try toset up exclusive 
circles from which shall be excluded all the 
virile and procreative elements which donot 
conform to their elite book of verbal virtues, 
takes us at once fiom the venial snobbish- 
ness ofa young society tothe glaring and 
emasculate treachery of a delivderate and 
destructive intellectuality. 

There always will be literary fops as there 
always will be literary boors. We must, I 
suppose, have Beau Brummel in criticism as 
well as Carlyle, and whenever there are 
signs of a reformation there will be an ele- 
gant Erasmus to sing the praise of Folly ina 
dead tongue, no less than a Luther to nail 
his theses up with a courageous hammer. 

It remained, however, for our day to co- 
ordinate the dandies of dialectic on the 
principle that union is strength. It is, of 
course, the same instinct which gathers the 
unskilled navies in a protected group when- 
ever there are uncertain talents. There will 
be aco-optration of lusty wills and broad 
shoulders that mistake a platoon for a prin- 
ciple. 

Given that freedom of expression and fa- 
cility of utterance which unseals all mouths 
and we presently find imbeclility coagulating 
in clubs and cenacles, where it can write the 
mottoes of States over the side table of the 
bohemian ‘‘Union is strength,’’ and making 
ideas masquerade under a law of ptysics. 

The unwritten statute of these exemplary 
and esthetic groups is that the individuals 
Shall recognize each other. This is an essen- 
tial part of the strength. It was only the 
other day that we had Prof. Boyesen project- 
ing his digits through the pages of the Forum 
to scratch the backs of Mr. Howells and 
Brander Matthews, and all we need is a little 
patience to perceive the return scratch 
through the Cosmopolitan and the Century. 

To this reciprocal back action we snould 
not strenuously object (it has an element of 
human sympathy in it and the savoir faire of 
personal obligation) if the industrious sym- 
pathizers did not use their other hands to do 
what we must call infamous and contemptu- 
ous telegrapbing on their noses at Walter 
Scott and a host of other dignitaries, who 
have been biackballed without asking them 


tt tney Wisned to join the club of patent im- 


mortals. 

That Prof. Boyesen gyrates his 
Walter Scott on the broai principle thet so 
long as people respect Walter Scott theyywill 
not respect Boyesen is, I think, an unnéces- 
sary supposition, for itis conceded by the 
young ladies at Mount Hope that Prof. Boye- 
sen writes very well.“ almost as well as 
Mr. Howells,who,in the opinion of the young 
ladies atthe Sulphur Springs, is quite the 
equal of Brander Matthews. 

e rust look deeper than this. The desire 
to disparage Scott, whichis shared by the 

ole group from Brander Matthews down 
to Howells, springs not from the narrow 
envy of a mean disposition, but from the 
morbid sensibility of weak nerves, so over- 
strung and enervated by the voluptuous en- 
joyment of balanced periods that the clang 
ofaconviction andthe impact ofa creative 
cartoon smite them alike with a witherin 
barbaric violence. It is not only a waste o 
time to measure these old tapestries witha 
yardstick at their lace counter, but it is a 
waste of suffering. It is sheer profligacy to 
gather pangs from the past when the self- 
consciousness of the present is so richly 
stored with them, 

The one quality which more than any other 
exhibits itself in the contemporaneous 
charms ofthe small but shrill pipers is the 
shrinking distrust of elemental strength and 
honesty, which, unfortunately for the new 
cult, have always stood alone, disdainful of 
fraternity * and defiant of fraternity 
vocabulary. This wincing delicacy runs 
through all the products of the overbred 
school, and here and there it breaks out fn 
snappish disparagement that has nothing to 
redeem it but its admirable adjustment of 
the parts of speech. We have to temper our 
astonishment at the 3 of judgment 
with admiration for the adjectives which 
adoreit. Weask with Macaulay how it 1s 
that men who reason on their p ses 30 
smartly should assume their premises 80 
foolishly. 

The fact is they deny the puissance of great 
souls for the same reason that the nineteenth 
century atheist denies the Deity. The very 
effort to strain the epicurean mind to the ac- 
ceptance of the infinite hurts, and as one dis - 
tinguished atheist in our own time has said: 
**After all God has no idea of humor!’’

do not know, unless it is to dt the title to a 
Shaks rean line, ‘‘Come like shadows, 30 
depart.’’

There is no writer in America who can 
bring to this Kind of blographic rhapsodizing 
the same tepid felicity of. diction and the 
same measured disregard of the sterner 
Claims of facts.

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Such a man was Edwin Forrest. Looked at 
in any possible light the magnitude and the 

istinctiveness of his personality are im- 

ressive and unique, and the girth of his 
talentsis utterly beyond any measurement 
of dilettantism. 

Obviously it is the privilege, I will not say 
of scientific criticism, because scientific 
criticism does not ther itself with 
history of mumming, but of ord- 
nary, discreet and honest aesthetic 
criticism, to weight his gifted Goth 
up with reference to his time, his environ- 
ment and the condition of art culture in a 
new country. 

What 1 here object to is thatthe author of 
**Shadows,’’ who assumes to furnish a per- 
manent record of the acting men and women 
of our time, has disdained todoso. The pen 
which elsewhere in this book has fashioned 
the amaranths for charming faces,in spite of 
character, here overlooks ability entirely 
and fastems on character. A larger vision 
would have seen that Forrest’s victory in the 


organic impediments. We are told, in what 
purports to be an attemptto fix the actor’s 
professional status, that his nature was 
diseased with arrogance, passion and cruelty ; 
he was utterly selfish; a vast animal he- 
wildered b, a grain of genius; it is not de- 
sirable to canonize him; his existence was a 
tempest and his career a magaificent fall- 
ure. 

It is conceded at once thatit is not neces- 
sary to canonize Mr. Forrest, Dut it is well to 
add neither is it desirable to cannonade him. 
All that is necessary to dois to avoid the 
police court method of cutting short his ca- 
reer with a damn and refrain from beating 
his grave witha ham bone. It is\Mr. For- 
rest’s speciai ability to act, that is in court, 
not his private disposition, andto fall upon 
those congenital qualities against which he 
fought all his life and ultimately subdued, 
while in the same book actresses who had 
nothing to recommend them but their pretty 
faces are set above Shakspeare himself, is to 
bring an effeminate judgment to the business 
of making patent apotheoses wherever there 
is a drooping eyelid and consignin to 
Tophet everything that is seminal and ag- 
gressive. 

It is not comprehensible to any moderately 
well eauipped student of life that life itself 
should be successful according to the degree 
of uneventful calm thatattends it. If For- 
rest’s life was a tempest so was Napoleon’s, 
so was Cromwell’s, so was Bunyan’s, so was 
St. Paul's. So is every man’s whose will is 
equal to his convictions and whose destiny is 
to be a pioneer and not a chamberer. But 
tempests do not make fallure for strong wills. 
They invite victory. It is very plain that the 
author of Shadows“ objects to the distur- 
bance which a strong man always makes. So 
does Mr. Boyesen. He has acoddled contempt 
for tempests, and it seems to come through 
warm flannel. 

Edwin Forrest suffered, not according to 
the measure of a pea weevil, but accoraing 
to the capacity of an emotional giant. He 
came broken and furrowed to tue end of his 
career witha sturdy consciousness that much 
of his misery was owing to his own incorri- 
gible nature That consciousness dent and 
meliowed him when the fight was nearly 
over. And that late contrition was not the 
least of his triumphs, nor is tne recognition 
of ita difficult task to mdgnanimity of equal 
girth and impulse with the actors. But the 
author of *‘Shadows’’ preserves one anecdote 
of the young and lusty Forrest and builds a 
life-long reproach upon it. When the actor 
was a mere stripling, some one insulted him 
from the audience. He immediately walked 
tothe footlights and, shaking his fist at the 
disturber, proposed to ‘‘lick him like —~— 
when the performance was over.“ ‘*To lick 
like —— everybody who disagreed with 
nim,“ we are givento understand was the 
guiding principle of his whole career. In 
other words, Mr. Forrest did not begin his 
histrionic career as an evangelist and conse- 
quently his acting was a failure. 

Similarly it may be said of Marlborough 
that when he came back from Oudenarde 
his military career was a failure because he 
did not turn the other cheek also. 

Surely this kind of criticism might be ex- 
pected to arouse ina man of Forrest's dis- 
position a commendable desire to ‘lick some- 
body like ——.’’ And he suffered from it dur- 
ing his whole career. It pursued him into 
his private life, it followed him pertina- 
clously through his misfortunes and exulted 
vindictively over his grave. 

But there is no good reason why this splen- 
did specimen of American independence and 
crude aggressive ability which marks our 
stage’s history with a puissant glory of mas- 
culinity should be forever measured out in 
criticism bythe pint cup of an effeminate 
and terror-stricken dilettantism, while the 
voluptuous comediennes of the theater who 
arrived without virtue and left without vic- 
pc should have special Pantheons like 
— all along the primrose path of. dalll- 

nce. 8 

It would not be worth while to dwell thus 
on an ag@ravating example of the feminiza- 
tion of criticism if it were nota sign of the 
times that carries its jasmine enervation 
from the vaudeville to the romance, and 
sprays with the same atomizer the same con- 
tempt for Victor Hugo and Walter Scott that 
it blew in the face of Forrest and Walt Whit- 
man and Fenimore Cooper. 

The fact is that our latest generation of 
critics is as much ashamed of the lusty origin 
of American fiction and American drama as 
our latest belles are ashamed of the homely 
It is hu- 
miliating for them to acknowledge that his. 
trionism, like everything clse, grew up 
strong through stress and tempest. It is 
much nicer to believe that it always arrived 
full-armed and full-scented,likean inorganic 
Minerva. 

But the historic student who searches 
through the ruinsthat mark the path of art 
will not linger forever in the pornographic 
crypts of Pompeii, for there are some great 
stones still upturned to the sun and furrowed 
by the tempests, and they mark the walling 
places of man with a massive glory that 
neither the corrosion of the elements nor the 
fall of dynasties can obliterate.

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OFFICE SELLING INDORSED. 


The Senate has declared by a vote of 39 
to 22 in favor of selling the offices of the 
United States. 

There is no other conclusion to be drawn 
from the confirmation of the Van Alen ap- 
pointment. 

Every Senator of the thirty-nine who 
voted for that confirmation knew that the 
public could see in it nothing but the con- 
summation of acorrupt bargain. Every one 
of them knew that President Cleveland 
nominated Van Alen solély because he 
had contributed $50,000 to the Democratic 
campaign fund when friends were few 
and calls were great. Every one of 


‘them knew the nominee’s unfitness and 


the disgrace his appointment as Ambas- 
sador to Italy involved for the Administra- 
tion and the country.

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STRONGER COACHES NEEDED. 


Passengers traveling in sleeping cars are 
seldom seriously injured in railroad 
wrecks, while those in ordinary coaches 
are mangled or tried by the score, which 
suggests the reflection that stronger roll- 
ing stock is needed to meet the require- 
ments of the modern service, 

Millions have been spent during the last 
twenty years in improving roadbeds, 
strengthening bridges, adding weight and 
power to locomotives, while the carrying 
capacity of freight cars has been doubled 
and trebled since 1875. But apparently 
the same care has not been exercised on 
passenger coaches other than sleepers. 
Many of those in daily use are mere shells, 
which collapse like eggshells whenever a 
collision occurs. Locomotives plow their 
way through them, carrying death by fire 
and steam to those who escape the shock 
of the collision itself. Such vehicles are 
antiquated and dangerous. They do not 
represent the best the car-builders can do. 
The only reasonable excuse fdr their con- 
struction and use is that they do not cost 
much to build, and, being light, can be 
hauled without much expense. 

From the point of view of the traveling 
public this excuse cannot be allowed. The 
railroads are public servants and nothing 
short of the safest appliances known to 
mechanical science should be tolerated on 
roads which are crowded with traffic and 
whose trains are run frequently at a 
high rate of speed. Of course, such a pro- 
posal would be denounced as impracticable 
and foolish by the managers, but railroad 
companies are chartered not to afford op- 
portunities to make big dividends for the 
stockholders, but to provide rapid, cheap

The very name of 
the World's Fair might prove a weariness 
to them if the buildings were to be re- 
opened. Eighteen millions have seen the 
show and are telling about it ad nauseam.

The reduced rates of October have 
saved the Fair this year and the cheap 
fare policy might save it again. Man is 
instinctively an excursionist, and a low 
fare or a free ticket will take him almost 
anywhere, show or no show.

THE NEED OF CONSIDERATION. 


How Women Who Have to Work for a 
Living Are Made to Suffer. 


Every woman who has special work of any 
sort to do finds the hardest part of her day is 
spent in a struggle with the webs of bin- 
drances woven about her by old conditions. 
If she isa dressmaker or milliner she will 
find her customers do not as a rule keep their 
engagements tothe letter, and after having 
her timé and patience fritterea into fringe, 


she, too; will break her promises and join 
the great army ot dressmakers and mitt- 
ners who have the name of never keeping 
their word.“ 

Tne woman teacher has the advantage of 
working within set limits, but even she has 
no such privileges of retiring from social ob- 
ligations as do men. What, not see me? 
Not come to my tea party or dinner?’’ cries 
her chance acquaintance with a spare half 
hour or a place to fill at table and straight- 
way is offended. As for women who, from 
the nature of their work, often labor at 
home, as authors, artists and teachers of 
music, their afflictions are legion from their 
sisters, who yet look upon special work by 
women as something insuring pocket money 
without asking a male relative, but as in no 
way cutting off abundant leisure for waiting 
ana visiting. 

The woman whose activities have slways 
been confined to her home knows absolutely 
nothing about the tyranny of order under 
which work done outside must go on. The 
article or story, the sketch or drawing, bon- 
net or gown, must be ready at a certain time, 
the concert or lesson must be given at a fixed 
date, whether the heart is worried or the 
head aches. 

If from necessity or choice one becomes a 
tiny part of the world's machine, one must 
keep up or drop out altogether; there is no 


middie way. But forthe woman who fights: 


the wolf or who chooses to enter a profession 
or trade as a life work society has absolutely 
no consideration andsmall charity. If her 
domestic says, ‘‘Not at home,’’ to save her 
time, sheis called insincere, andif she sends 
word that she must be excused she is not 
excused. Far fromit! The visitor resolves to 
„Walt one while’’ before coming again. Yet 
this woman worker craves good fellowship 
far more than the woman of leisure. 

The time has come when we as women 
must treatthe woman who works with at 
least as much consideration as we accord to 
men. Thatan appointment with a dentist 
must be kept goes without saying, but his 
time is no more his little all and possession 
than is the timeof the dressmaker whom 
we too often disappoint. We ask no excuse 
from the butcher or baker, the physician or 
lawyer, whenhe arises abruptly and says, 
I must go, or when he declines an invita- 
tion. 

The women who must earn money or starve 
increase in number every year. Oppor- 
tunities multiply every year, but women asa 
class do not yet recognize the fact that the 
successful performance of work means help- 
ful conditions. We need now not pioneers 
to open new doors and new paths, but com- 
—— er sympathy at home, in our neigh- 

rhood, in our set.

A DIFFICULT FEAT. 


Raising a Locomotive That Had Been 
Plunged Into a Muddy River. 
From the San Francisco Call. 

On Aug. 10, a loeomotive went through the 
big ferry boat and plunged pilot first into the 
waters of Carquinez Straits, the tender and 
cars remaining on the ferryboat. The water 


was deep enough tocover the cab, but not 
enough to let the boat out of the slip. The 
locomotive stood practically vertical and its 
nose was deep inthe mud. On the night of 
the 15th a large pair of shears made of 12x12- 
inch timbers crossed at the top was built up 
on the end ofthe boat and some large pul- 
leys hung whefe the timbers crossed. Then 
a diver spent several hours fastening a num- 
ber of cables on either side of the frame un- 
derthe boiler. Four engines were attached 
to the ropes, but could not start the locomo- 
tive, although the strain was so great that a 
cable nearly three inches in diameter was 
broken. Finding the appliances of insuffi- 
cient strength, the shears were doubled in 
size and a fifth engine taken on board. 

On the 17th another trial was made. It was 
hard to get the engines to pull exactly to- 
gether, and as their wheels would slip and 
revolve the cables would snap, and the tackle 
generally would be badly strained. Finally 
a simultaneous pull started the mass,and the 
cab slowly appeared above the water, and 
the engine was gradually lifted until some- 
what higher than the floor of the ferry boat. 
Tackle from a steam dredger stationed in 
the front of the slip, was then attached to the 
forward end of the locomotive, which was 
pulled out in this way. The shears were 
then swung slowly backward over the deck 
of the ferry and the engine gradually low- 
ered to the tracks it had left. When it was 
hauled to the ate round-house and 
the mud washed off it was found that but 
little damage had been done beyond the 
splintering of the cab by the cables,

HYDRAZOIC ACID. 


An Explosive Made of Three Parts of 
Nitrogen and One of Hydrogen. 


Frem the Baltimore American. 

Chemists and others interested in this city 
in the discovery and use of new explosives 
are now busy studying the component parts 
and character ofan acid recently discovered 
by a chemist, and to which he has given the 
name of hydrazoic acid. This, it is claimed, 
is destined to make a new era in the history 
ofexplosives. The philosophy of an explo- 
sive is generally thatin the compound the 


chemical affinity between the elements going 
to make up its structure isso slight and the 
component partsso frailly held together 
that, being struck or ignited or the process 
of dissolution started, it breaks up with ex- 
plosive violence. If the primary elements 
are solid little force is given, but if there is 
any quantity of a gaseous element contained 
in its structure the force of the expanded gas 
is obviously greater. 

The new acid has been christened hydra- 
ole acid from its composition, which is three 
arts of nitrogen and one part of hydrogen 
tseems strange that in all the years that 
chemistry has been studied this acid has 
escaped discovery till now. It is described 
as resembling water, fuming — A ir 
contact with the air and causing palnfu 
wounds when applied tothe skin. The acu 
does not seem to be itself explosive, but tie 
salts it forms with most of the metals «re 
described as being extremely so, It yas 
discovered accidentally, it seems, dung 
the course of an obscure organic inves ga. 
tion, and the strangeness of its propeties 
led to an analysis, and the discovery A the 
exact nature of its characteristics. Few 
specimens exist in this country, and tis acid 

has not heen studied to any great expnt. 

The great amount of nitrogen congined in 
the compound in proportion to the h drogen, 
would naturally lead a chemist to syspect its 
explosive properties. Nitrogen is ns of the 
elements which by itself seems o be slug- 
gish inactive gas,uniting with difculty with 
other elements, and forming uns&ble com- 
pounds, By farthe majority of Known ex- 
plosives contain it, and it is chis property of 
easily leaving the compound Of which it 
forms a part, with great force, that gives it 
its value as a component of «plosives. In 
dynamite, for instance, is to ® found a good 
example of the instability of “trogen,

ACROSS THE SAHARA. 


The Line of Railroed Over the Sea of Sand 
Commenced. 
From the New York Malt and Express. 

If the United States could cross our conti- 
nent with railroads, or if Russia can span 
Asia withalineof rails, why cannot France 
cross the Sahara desert with a railroad? 
Possibly itcan. A beginning has been made 
in that mammoth undertaking. But the 
difficulties are incalculable. As soon as 
those that are now known shall be overcome 
others will arise. Consider for an instant 


the enormous obstacles to making a railroad 
1,500 miles long through a territory. without 
wood or ties, without water, without every- 
thing required to sustain life. 

Railroads have been constructed through 
countries to which all the materials required 
have had to be carried. But here isa coun- 
try which does not even supply water for the 
men who must dothe work. The sand storms 
that have burled a thousand caravans are 
liable toarise and wipe out all traces of man 
and his work. Yet this stupendous work is 
now seriously contemplated dy the French 
Government. When it is undertaken the 
rails will be laid from oasisto oasis, which 
lie like islands in the great ocea of the 
desert. As it approaches the south the trunk 
line may be divided, one arm to run to Lake 
Tchad, and the other to strike the Niger 
above Timbuctoo, from which point steam- 
ers could descend to Senegambia,. The work 
may cost hundreds or even thousands of mil- 
lions ot dollars.

CABLE MESSAGES IN CIPHER. 


And an Immenss Amount of Business Is 
Done Under the Various Codes. 


The rules of the trans-Atlantic cable lines 
whereby they collect tolls not only upon the 
address and signature of a message, but 
charge double for all words containing more 
than ten letters, have evolved a most elabor- 
ate system of cipher codes for government, 
commercial and private use. Probably four- 
fifths of the business handled by the cable 


companies is in cipher, absolutely unintel- 
ligibie to the operators. Code making is a 
recognized profession, and special ciphers 
for any purpose can be readily procured. 
Firms having regular correspondents 
abroad customarily omit signing their 
cablegrams, saving at least one word upon 
each messaxve. The minimum length of a 
cablegram is three words,.two of which form 
the address. Tothe unitiated it would seem 
impossible to convey any extended idea in a 
single word, but according tothe Philadel- 
pola Times this is a great mistake. For ex- 
ample, if the worthy son of Lord Knowswho 
should get stranded here with only a beastly 
three bob in his clothes, there would be yet 
hope for him, for he would have the where- 
withal to pay for the following message: 
**Knowswho, London. Busted,“ which in

It is an everyd occurrence for the lead- 
ing mercantſie brokerage firms of this 
city to transmit and receive money by cable, 
the modus operaddl being that exchange Is 
bought in the usual — with currency at 
any of the bankin ouses doing foreign 
business, but instead of the ordinary draft 
being issued, the bankers cable their corre- 
spondents te place an equivalent sum to the 
credit of the person or firm named. This 
system has been the means of bolstering up 
many a firm in the hour of need. It is pos- 
sible to take advantage of the rules of the 
cable companies regarding pg of 
messages to transfer small amounts of 
money by wire, Cablegrams will not be 
sent collect, neither may the sender guaran- 
tee the payment of tolls upon a replytoa 
message; but he can prepay such reply tothe 
extent of thirty words by depositing cash to 
that amount at the originating office and 
Stating in his cablegram: *‘Reply, ten words 
prepaid,’’ or whatever number words he may 
mention within the remit. When the mes- 
sage is delivered to the person addressed 
the cable company at the same time hands 
him in cash the amount of repayment. The 

arty getting the money can use it to send 

he reply wanted or otherwise, as he sees fit. 

Considering the fact that very few cable- 
grams are intelligible to the operators the 
mistakes made are surprisingly few, and 
sucnasdooccur are quite as often dus to 
the poor penmanship of the writer as to 
carelessness upon the part of the cable em- 
ployes. The codes are arranged as faras 
possible to preciude mistakes, The rate per 
word from New York to South Africa is 
$2.49, to Cape Colony and Tronsvaal 332. 48, 
Mozambique $2.41 and Zanzibar $4.15. To 
New South Wales via one route the rate is 
$1.45 per word and via another line $3.38. To 
Burmah $1.27 is charged und to Beloochistan 
813183. The rate to China Is $1.96 and to Japan 
$2.21. The highest rate of all is $7.03 per 
word, whichis collected upon messages for 
Guatemala, Honduras and San Salvador, the 
route being exceedingly circuitous.

An American Naval Officer to Wed Miss 
Etta Afong. 

Since the announcement of the engagement 
of Commander William H. Whiting, United 
States Navy, and Miss Etta Afong, daughter 
of the most notable Chinaman that Hawaii 
has ever seen, society on the Pacific Coast 
has been in a flutter, says the New York 
WORLD.

All reports go to prove that Miss Afong is 
sprightly, cultured and winsome, but ima 
country where through lack of ancesiry 
counts for little against social pretentions, 
the taint of the brown blood seems dreadful. 

The history of the Afong family is of the 
most romantic and interesting character. 
The father of Mrs. Afong was a British sallor 
named Fairweather, who landed at Hono- 
lulu some seventy years ago. Long after his 
death it was discovered that he was well 
connected in England, and the supposition 
in the islands was that he drifted into the 
South seas after some difficulty at home. He 
married a native woman and three girls were 
born, the oldest of whom, Julia, became 
Mrs. Afong.

— this time on his success was phenom- 
enal. 
He met Julia Fairweather while she was a 
servant and soon after they were married. 
The event caused quite a stir on the islands 
and was described in the newspapers in this 
country. 

The publicity brought to light the fact that 
Mrs. Afong had twouncles in America, one 
the President ofa railroad, the other the 
head of a collego. They wrote to her and 
congratulated her upon ber ive 
happiness. 

She was happy. Her husband’s wealth, 
which increased until he became ane of the 
richest men inthe kingdom, was lavished 
upon her. Their establishment was cos 
ducted on a magnificent scale. 

Fourteen. girls and one boy diessed the 
union. With the increase of wealth came 
pride and the characteristically Chinese 
nameof Ah Fong was changed to Afong. 
Kmeline, the eldest girl, married an Ameri- 
can. The wedding reception was one that 
Honoluiu Was never forgotten. A * days 
after the marriage, however, it was learned 
that the husband had left a wife and family 
in the United States. He was arrested and 
put on the reef, as is the custom of the 
country with offenders, and the unhappy 
brideretired to the seclusion of her parents’ 
home. Afong hushed the scandal by getzing 
the bridegroom off the reef and shipping 
him out of the ccuntry. The daughter mar- 
ried again and is now living in Honolulu. 

The second daughter, Nancy, married a 
a named McGoon, a lawyer in Hono-

Alice, the third daughter, married two 
years ago, Dr. Henderson, an English dentist, 
They are making a tour of the world. Afong 
started with them, but did not get very far 
for a very good reason. 

It leaked out after many years that he, too, 
had left a wife. He left her in China with 
two boys, one of whom was graduated from 
Yale College and now holds a high official 
position in his native land. When a 
youngster, his father had this boy sent to- 
Hawali and introduced him to his half- 
brother and sisters, who looked upon their 
pig-tailled relative with curiosity. The 
was clever, and on his return to China he 
told his mother of Afong’s great wealth. She 
promptly startea for Honolulu, where her 
advent raised a rumpus. she refused to’ 
leave until Afong gave ber a large sum of 
money.
